"Sure I drink. Who doesn't? 
Rules? Ha! They just make 4 em 
to be broken. If there weren't 
any rules, there wouldn't be so 
much trouble." 

Or would there be? Because 
young adults are more apt to 
drink than any other age group, 
over 75% of college men and 
women drink, most having 
started before college years. 
Almost one out of twelve of 
these is destined to be an alco- 
holic. Alcoholism is the fourth 
major health problem in the 
United States and Canada today. 

No trouble? 

What is usually done about 
drinking at the college level is 
that rules are set up, either pro- 
hibiting alcoholic beverages on 
campus, or attempting to prevent 
student contact with liquor by 
suspending violators. The rule 
here at Laurentian is simple: 
No liquor! But such rules are 
scarcely enforceable, and there- 
fore are meaningless, since alco- 
hol can -be too easily obtained. 
Why, then, levy restrictions 



at all? There arc two basic 
reasons; the first is an interest 
in the welfare of the student 
and the student body, and the 
second is a desire to maintain 
a good reputation for the 
college. 

The Interests of the student 
are protected by drinking rules 
in that they arc designed to 
prevent or discourage students 
from beginning or continuing 
what could become a serious 
social problem. And it cannot 
be reasonably asserted that uni- 
versity students are exempt from 
the accidents that result from 
excessive drinking. The effects 
of alcohol, as determined by 
psychologists, are as follows: an 
hour after drinking six ounces, 
visual reactions are slowed to 
one third; memorizing takes 
twice as long as when one is 
sober; ability to do math pro- 
blems decreases by 13% j and 
there is a 8% increase in errors 
of reasoning. These effects on 
the ability to concentrate, reason,

We find the "behaviour of resi- 
dent students quite shocking, 
but let's not forget that some 
of these students are away from 
home for the firet time. The 
majority of them, still living 



in memory of the good old high 
school days, are tasting tSe 
elastic bonds of the "freedom 
pie". Apparently they enjoy it. 
Mmmm— doesn't university spi- 
rit taste good? 

Our new students and return- 
ing students have unusually busy 
schedules this year. This must 
be the case, because only two 
or three of our associates found 
time to read bulletin boards that 
were utilized for a week before 
our elections. We did get four 
nominations forms returned to 
the student council office. I 
applaud your efforts. Especially 
the excellent turnout at the polls 
during the hours of election day. 
Our chief returning officer, Kred 
Armer, informed me that almost 
49% of eligible voters turned 
out. Fred ibeileves that it Is a 
deplorable result, but I will now 
remind him that other events 
have seen worse results. 

Our annual Frosh-Soph foot- 
ball game was not as successful 
at last year's. Twenty-two players

CIS. SUPPORTS CANADIAN FLAG 



OTTAWA — The Special Com- 
mittee on a Canadian Flag has 
received copies of a resolution 
stating that the Canadian Union 
of Students (CUS) officially 
"supports thtj adoption of a 
distinctive Canadian flag other 
than the Red Ensign or the 
Union Jack", 

'This stand expresses the pre- 
valent attitude among today's 
university youth", stated CUS 
president Jean Bazin in his letter 
to committee members. 

l4 Thc Canadian Union of 
Students is deeply concerned 
with the state of affairs in the 
House of Commons, regarding a 
Canadian flag", he said. "We 
expect that recommendation will 
finally be forthcoming, and that, 
in the Interests of Canadian 
unity and progress, this recom- 



mendation will be accepted by 
the House of Commons after but 
a short subsequent debate." 

One member of the Special 
Committee replied to Mr. Bazin 
that "the choice of a flag is 
a very important matter to thD 
entire country, and I am more 
than happy at this time to have 
the official views of your Union." 

Another committee member 
said, "You can be assured that 
a recommendation will be sub- 
mitted to the House of Commons 
at the end of the six weeks' 
sittings of our Flag Committee." 
The committee report is to be 
presented at the end of this 
month. 

The resolution presented by 
the Canadian Union of Students 
was passed at the 28th CUS 
Congress at York University in 
Toronto.

TORONTO (CUP) — English 
, Canadians show an almost dog- 
matic attitude toward Britain 
and British values, said Claude 
Ryan, editor of Montreal's Le 
Devoir, speaking Saturday (Oct. 
31) to delegates at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto Annual Con- 
ference. 

He said he questioned that 
English Canadians arc as at* 
- tached to Britain as they profess 
to be. Although French Cana- 
dians are not yet ready to launch 
an atlack on British royalty, he 
added, they would feel better 
if they thought that the English 
approach to British Canadian 
tradition were a more rational 
one. 

He said he felt that the French 
regard the English principally 
in two ways: as foreigners, and

as masters. 

The average French Canada 
has never come into much con- 
tact with the English, he ex- 
plained, and thus the English 
Canadian remains a mystery to 
him — an "unknown being." 

Moreover, he said, when the 
two entities have come into con- 
tact, the English have generally 
been in a superior position. 

"Today there Is a cold indif- 
fonrence in Quebec to the rest 
of Canada," he said. "The French 
are more self-conscious and self- 
confident than ever before, and 
are taking their place as leaders 
in Quebec economic life." 

English Canadians are more 
attached to individual liberties 
than to "collective" liberties, 
and thus minority positions are 



often of secondary importance 
to them, he said. 

He said many French Cana- 
dians think of English Canada 
in "monolithic" terms. 

"Nationalism* as such is a 
blind instinct. If we only think 
in nationalistic terms, our demo- 
cratic system will end," he 
warned. 

Ho said the two "dY\ duality 
and diversity, must both be 
taken into account' In solving 
problems of national unity. 

"The English want unity 
through uniformity, the French 
through diversity. If a workable 
dialogue can be established bet- 
ween the two groups, then we 
need have no fears for the Cana- 
dian federal system," he con- 
cluded.

The guide Is Ian Clegg, a resident of Huntington College. Ian 
is a very capable and enthusiastic skier and teacher. 

Every good traveller learns about his equipment and how to 
use it If you are a beginner the first thing you hear on arriving 
to ski is: "Take off your skis!" Then you are shown how to put 
them on properly, how to keep them in good condition, and the 
features they have for safety (e.g.: a safety kick-off to prevent 
turning on your ankles when you fall). 

For most of the less venturesome beginning skiers, the thought 
of "flinging outward", pushing oCf from the top of the high hill, is 
a little frightening, not to mention dangerous. So you will make 
much easier and safer trips, cross-country first, and then down a 
very small hill, the size of the hills increasing gradually as you 
become more and more proficient 

A further enticement to "take-off" on skis this winter Is the 
discounts which, for the ski-less, will probably be available at banks 
and at stores selling ski equipment. 

Members possibly will get crests. This will be discussed at a 
pre-scason meeting, at which nominations will also be held. 

A trip to Collingwood, well-recommended skiing resort, is 
being planned as one of the special^cvent excursions of the year. 

Can you throw a stone? The hills are covered with logs, sticks 
and stones. Come out and help clear them for smooth, swift skiing. 

You, Laurentian students, will have a ski tow and a chalet next 
year, if enough of you participate this year. 

There are approximately forty-seven skiers ready for the first 
snow and a chance to travel on skis. If you want to glide swiftly 
over the crisp, hard snow, why don't you come too!

and remember greatly hinder 
sholarship, and evon threaten 
the personal safety of the 
drinker. 

Most freshmen and many soph- 
omores are under legal age to 
purchase or drink alcohol beve- 
rages, and the school drinking 
rules enforce the laws of the 
land. The college is held res- 
ponsible for the activities of the 
students which can either add to 
or detract from the university 1 * 
reputation The effects which al- 
cohol % h as on behaviour, con- 
science, and reason can in no 
way enhance studept actlvities t 
and detract from the wholesome 
social atmosphere that makes 
the particular university attract- 
ive to parents. The college must 
maintain this atmosphere of 
healthfulness, one which is con- 
ducive to study, and which offers 
certain reasonable safeguards 
and protections to assure con* 
tinued financial support, and, 
as has been said, to ensure the 
perpetuation of the student 
body. 

But many will say: Drinking 
is a custom. If you don't con- 
form, you're not considered as 
being one of the boys". 

Recently a comprehensive 
study of drinking at the college 
level was carried out, the result 
being an enlightening book en- 
titled "Drinking in College", 
which contains a table on "At- 
titude Towards Abstainers". This 
table clearly reveals what hap- 
pens to a student socially if he 
or she abstains. 

If a man does not drink, and 
does not hesitate to let the fact 
be known, 54% of his fellow 

students will harbour feelings 
of admiration for him, 40% will 
be indifferent to his position, 
4% will feel outright resentment 
and scorn, and 2% will feel pity. 
Thus, among every ten of his 
fellow students, there will be 



nine who either do not care, or 
feel real respect for the student 
abstainer. Only one will feel 
scorn or disapproval. 

For girls, 62% will admire , 
her, 32% will not care, and 
again, 6% will feel hostility. 
Almost 4jwo thirds of the women 
will think better of the girl who 
does not drink! 

Liquor plays, or can play, a 
major role in the maturation of 
the individual. Says Mr. Regim- 
bal, Dean of Students: 

'We're never surprised when 
young people first try it. They 
all do. But too many adopt a juvc- 
nile approach to it in which tlicy 
may persist all through life* 

"Drinking affects education if 
taken to excess, and not in proper 
proportion. One must learn control 
and have personal freedom about 
suclt things* for one's own eood* 
Really, there's a student problem, 
T/tis is a difficult age, and edu- 
cation is not learned only from 
books, 

"Most important* if the student 
body in general frowned on the 
abuse of liquor* everyone might 
follow".
